The little Mangrove tired eighty-seven shells but 
no material damage was done. The Spanish gunboat in the harbor and the 
shore batteries feebly replied but failed to injure the Mangrove. 


After the tiring ceased the Spanish gunboat under a tlag of truce informed 
the Mangrove’s commander of the signing of the protocol.

The American forces 
occupied the city immediately after the surrender.

The missionaries added a thirteenth, t, 
but the natives wou’t have it, aud con* 
tinue to pronounce, for instance, the 
name of the root from which poi is 
made “ kara, ” although the mission 
aries have it “ tara. ’ Every vowel in a 
word is distinctly souuded, except that 
the vowels “ ai” are souuded “ i,M as iu 
English.

In the latter oase it is iucreasec 
in warmth and depth of meaning by 
modifying adjectives annexed iusteac 
of prefixed, as 11 Aloha nui,” “ Aloha 
nui loa," or even MAloha nni loa keal' 
—and then it is time to speak to papa.

Buried Today. 


Her Efforts in Building Benton Har­ 


bor College. 


She Fluently Spoke and Taught Five 


Languages. 


Was An Angel to Many Sick and 


Wretched. 


Mrs. Sarah Winans, whose funeral 
was held from the First t ongrej^ational 
church this afternoon, was one of tiie 
mo&t remarkable women Benton Har­ 
bor ever knew. 
She wa» hi^^tily edu­ 
cated, and a woman of {.^reat power. 
The buildinj^ of Uenton Harbor eol 
leyre was lar^^ely due to her elTorts. 
H er life waa tilled with doin^ tíood. In 
wretched iion>es where ¿ickne?:» came 
and where there were no friends to 
minister by the side of sutrering and 
dyinj,' beds Mr». W inans could very 
often be found. 
H er life story is full 
of interest.

Sarah Atkinson was l>om in West­ 
port. Ky., Noveuibei* 
She wu> 
educated in aladie.s’ seminary in I Jurda- 
iown, Ky.. which was eslal)li.'>hed by 
her fa’hur. llov. .John Aikins^n. her 
mother bein^»' principal (jf the same. 
She ^a-aduated at liie ¡i^^e. of I'i and ut 
onci! entered a soliool as leacuer in 
Courtland, Alabauui beinir re»(uired lo 
toacii Italian. Freneli, <;erinau. Siuin- 
ish and Latiti. beside» mu^ie. drawinLr 
ami eml)roidei*y. 
At tiie aj^'e of '¿\ siie 
became principal of her faUier's semi­ 
nary.

She was sent for and after a conference 
it was decided that Seeley McCord v/as 
the man to apply to for aid.

W inans went directly to Mr. McCoivl, 
laid the case before him and in a fev/ 
days the lot was boujrht. 
Mrs. W inans 
circulated the first subscription paper 
and soon funds were provided, the 
building- was erected and furnished and 
Benton Harbor possessed a collef?e.

of by the aduilnlstratlun. It is general­ 
ly expected that he will head the mili­ 
tary commlHslon which will adjust a f­ 
fairs in Cuba and also he has been 
strongly urged for the governorship of 
that island after the functions of that 
conunis.siim cease. 
On both »>f these 
points, however. General Lee asserts 
he knows nothing. He w’ould not spaak 
(it the subjects discused or as to his 
hasty trip here, beyond saying he had 
b e e n talking over mailers la Cuba gen­ 
erally.

To Ri! IJlscnHSf'cl by a l*ittlic;ring of Buni- 
3Ic‘U a t C h ic a g o . 


Chicago, Aug. 16.—Arrangements are 
being made for a conference of the lead­ 
ing manufacturers and business men of 
Mils state for the purpose of securing 
an expression of representative opinion 
cn the question of what position this 
government ought to take for the fur­ 
therance and development of its trade 
and commerce in the formulation of the 
treaty of peace with Spain. The confer­ 
ence will be held under the auspices of 
the Illinois INIanufacturers’ association, 
at the Union League club in this city, 
Aug. 25, at an informal dinner. This ac­ 
tion was decided upon at a meeting of 
the board of directors of the association 
yesterday at the Grand Pacific hotel. 


The primary object is to secure an ex­ 
pression from representative men of the 
state, but among those Invited to ex ­ 
press their views will be John Wana- 
malter; Senators Davis, of Minnesota, 
and Fairbanks, of Indiana. 


A couple of weeks ago the directors 
of the association passed a resolution 
that it W'as the sense of the association 
that the president of the United States 
Instruct those having in charge for this 
country the conclusion of the treaty of 
peace to exact that the port.oi of all 
Spanish territory in the Pacific ocean 
be opened upon the most liberal terms 
to all products of American industry. 


The secretary of the Illinois Manu­ 
facturers’ association has been directed 
to write to the governor of each state 
In the Union and obtain from him a 
statement as to the opinion in his state 
as to what the government shouUl do in 
this matter, and also to ask each gov- 
ernor If the sentiment Is for or against 
the retention of the territory that has 
fallen into our hands through the fort­ 
unes of war.

The most picturesque superstitions of 
the seas are those which govern a mod­ 
ern man-o’-wajr. 
Every old salt in the 
navy believes in hoodoos and spells 
w hich. may work all sorts of evils on 
his ship and m ust be carefully guarded 
against. 


The powers of a ship’s hoodoos com­ 
mence before the ship has entered the 
water. It is a geueraliy accepted super- 
etitiou that if the tirst blow which is 
struck the keel brings sparks the ship is 
cle.sline<l to suffer from a raking lire 
from the enemy. 


The old time practice of stealing a 
piece of wood and imbedding it in the 
prow for good luck is, of course, inipo.s- 
sible in the case of steol ship.s, though 
it is considered lucky to have a piece of 
stolon wood on board. 


Another old superstition is satisfied 
by placing a silver coin in some crevice 
of the fighting top of the nuiinmast or 
some place below deck:? where it touches 
the steel ina.st. Originally it was a very 
connnon custom to imbed a silver coin, 
and preferably a Spani.sh coin, in the 
wooden steps near the nuist. 


Figureh(.‘iids have been in high favor 
with sailors from remote antiquity. 
Originally they were carved to repre­ 
sent some god or saint. 
Even today a 
sailor would hesitate to sail on an iron­ 
clad without such protection. 


The ceremony of launching a ship is 
merely a concession to an old supersti­ 
tion. 
The various formalities of ship 
christening have been followed with 
little variation for ci*nturie.s. 


In the early days of shipbuilding it 
was the custom for the captain and tlio 
crew to eat their first meal stowed away 
in the mold loft. Their meal invarial)ly 
con.'iisted of eggs and sulphur. 
From 
this custom lius come the present day 
practice of providing cakes and wine 
kn* the crew. 
¿\nd tlie old libation 
which the priests u.sed to pour over the 
prow of the ship as .''he .slipped into the 
water has been replai-ud by the break­ 
ing of a bottlo of champagne. 


Tiie modern man-of-war dashes into 
the water with ilags waving from every 
masthead. 
In order to gratify this old 
superstition it has V>een necessary to ex­ 
pend hundreds of dollars for the chris­ 
tening of a single ship. But no ono be­ 
grudges this extravagance. 
In a way it 
;is necessary. 


The good or ill luck of certain days 
s still a belief among the sailors. 
F ri­ 
day is a day of ill omen, and Sunday is 
usually a lucky day. 


A superstition about women is a relic 
of the old belief in witchcraft. 
It is 
thought that a woman by throwing sand 
in the air on shipboard can produce 
violent storms. 
Not many years ago 
some w’omen w’ho traveled on English 
warships were tortured during a storm 
to make them (juiet the waves. 


These barbaric belief.s, however, are 
partially compen.sated by the super.sti- 
tion which sailors have held for centu­ 
ries that beautiful children bring a 
ble.ssing to a ship. 
The Neck w’as a 
handsome boy with golden curls. 
It i.«i 
said that he is always accompanied by 
a black lamb and carries w’ith him a 
golden harp. Our old .salts have especial 
confidence in a ship which is christened 
by a child. 


The average sailor is superstitious 
about the ringing of the ship’s ijells. 
In olden tinies the bells were ble.ssed 
before they were used. At present, if a 
mistake is mado in striking the hour, 
the .bailors insist that the bells at once 
be struck backwards to break the spell, 
and if by any cliance the wind should 
catch the bells and sw’ing them all the 
way around, or if they strike nine bell.s, 
it is believed that it will be the last of 
that ship. 


All good war.ships go to the “ shores 
of Fiddler’s Green” as a final resting 
place. .Tust where this mythical harbor 
is situated no geographer has yet decid­ 
ed. It is in every way the antithesis of 
“ Davy 
Jones’ 
locker.” 
A warship 
which goes down in battle with her 
flags flying, as occurred several times 
during the civil war, goes to “ Fiddler’s 
Green. ” 


The tattooing habit is, of course, very 
common in the navy. It is believed that 
an arm or a leg decorated w ith the de 
sign of a gun or a sword or some such 
design W’ill never bo lost iu battle.— 
Sau Francisco Call.
